This month, I am very proud to present an interview 
with Sigmund Hartmann, Vice-President of Atari, and 
President of Software for Atari Corp. I set up this 
interview with Mr. Hartmann for two primary reasons} the 
first was to establish what new directions Atari was headed 
in, and the second was to give Atari the opportunity to 
answer some of the critical accusations leveled against 
them by cther Atari user group newsletters. I have seen 
Atari called everything from "slimeballs" to "Comacdore 
infiltrates". These groups never seemed to take the tine 
to contact Atari and get their side of the story. 


It took two months and many, aany long distance phone 
calls to Atari to set up this interview. I was finally 
able to reach Mr Hartmann in his office ona Sunday 
morning. 1 would like to thank Mr Hartmann for taking the 
time out to grant this interview, and also, our club 
president Dennis John and newsletter editors Brad and Julie 
Piatt, because without their help and assistance this 
interview would not have been possible, 


TG: Broderbund software has been very successful with its 
traveling ambassador Bill Holt. Why can’t Atari 
Corporation have someone to travel and visit various user 
groups to promote its product line? 


SH; Well, I think in some way, I believe, we are doing it. 
For exaaple, I do frequently travel and visit User Groups 
myself with one of our lieutenants. e typically tell them 
what’s going on at Atari. We tell thea the products coming 
out, so we are not directly selling to thea, but we are at 
least telling them what’s going on and where they can get 
some at the merchandise they need to get. We plan to do 
that ore often, We lost our Atari user interface man, he 


quit the company a while hack, and we just hired a 
replacement. 


TG: Everything we hear from the Software coapanies 
indicates that they are turning away from the Q-bit Atari 
line, and developing for the 1é-bit Atari’s. We understand 
that Atari Corp. doesn’t want to offend the large 8-bit 


| Qwner base, Gut what are your predictions as to the future 


of the 8-bit line for 1986 and 1997. 


SH: Well, I disagree with the comments being aade that 
people are turning away from the O-bit line to ga on the 
16-bit line. I think that is not true from what we can 


see. We do visualize today that there are aore and acre 
peaple going back writing software for the 8-bit line and 
the major reason is, because people now realize that Atari 
is definitely gcing to be in the coaputer business. So 
where they initially didn’t want to write any aore software 
for aur Q-bit line, they’re starting to write software 
again for it. Secondly, we are enhancing our 8-bit product 
line. We are coming out with an 8@ coluan card, a 3 and 
1/2" disk drive, and adding a mouse to it. Naturally, that 
requires some new software and we do have people right now 
in the process of develaping software for us. 


TG: Is the rumored MS-DOS emulator a product that may 
indeed reach market? If so, can you give us any details? 


SH: Well, we are definitely working on an MS-DOS eaulator 
and we are always locking for someone who is very creative 
who can doit software wise. But, we are also working on 
something which is not just a software emulation, but is a 
combination of hardware and software, 


16: The management at Atari Corp. aust have given a lot 
ef thought to what reaction would be felt by its decision 
to move the 28ST into mass merchandise markets. Giving 
the 1@48ST to computer specialty stores appears to have 
been a way af appeasing those specialty stores. Now that 
the move has been announced and you’ve had time to get some 
feedback, how would you assess the overall reaction? 


SH: I think the overal] reaction today is very, very good. 
Initially when this got out, and there were some leaks, | 
think it was announced previously in the paper before we 
had a chance af talking to all of our major dealers and 
computer specialty stores. We naturally got some negative 
reaction back by some of the people. But since then, we 
explained why we were doing this, the reason behind it, and 
they all could see it aS a positive response of Atari 
wanting ta be totally into the computer market place, which 
means we want to cover the hoae very heavily.

SH: Thats a very good point. What happened is that during 
the last six months we found out that there was still a 
significant demand of people wanting games. We looked at 
the market place, realizing there was a nitch in the home 
market. People still have a desire, and since we are very 
good business peaple, we decided at that time to introduce 
the revised 7808 in the market place. e are still selling 
the 2698's since that is still an excellent market, and, as 
you know, we are definitely in the home market.

The new Atari modem, the XM3@1, is the best maden in 
its price range: $58 retail. It is very small (a little 
bigger than a cigarette box) and doesn’t have a power 
supply. It takes its power from the computer itself, 
There is no on/off LED, but there is a small light 
indicating whether or not you are online with a carrier 
Present. The XM381 is 368 baud (like the 1836/9835 aodeas) 
and supports the same commands, plus having a few extra. 
It will work on any of the Atari O-bit PC’s except for the 
1298XL} you must go to a service center and get an upgrade 
chip. Any handler for the 1638/835 will work on the XM3G! 
but not vice-versa. The XM3@1 supports tone/pulse 
dialing, answer ode (same as the 1838), and auto-answer 
mode, to name just a few features, 


I think the two answer modes need some clarification. 
Answer mode is used when you are already connected to 
another party, For exaaple: you are talking to your friend 
Tom and decide to trade some public domain gaaes, Without 
hanging up the phone, each of you boot up your Atari 
computers and load in your terminal programs. One of you 
sets up the phone for originate while the other sets up for 
answer. Now, when you each hear a carrier hang up the 
phones and voila, you’re online! This aode will only work 
while you are presently on the phone line and have the 
phone off the hook. Auto-answer (that which BBSs use) will 
answer the phone while it’s hung up. dust have your friend 
dial your nuaber and the computer will automatically answer 
for you. With this powerful feature the XN3@1 is capable 


af running a Bulletin Board System whereas the 1836 could 
not, 


The terminal software with the XM3@1 (XE-Tera) is 
good and supports a nuaber of features including a five 
phone number index, audible phone line (phone is busy, 
wrong number, etc), logon macro, Xnoden upload/download, 
and CompuServe A-Protocal file transfers. Even with these 
features, I don’t find the program adequate for experienced 
phone hackers. It is good for beginners to use and 
definitely beats the software coming with the 1830 nodes! 
Since the XM3#i. is compatible with the 1638 and 935 
aadems, mast of the terminal software you have can be used 
with it. The more serious terminal progrars (as an upgrade 
to XE-Term) are available in the public domain. | highly 
recommend Anode 7.2 or a version of 1638 Express! 
compatible with the XM39@1. 


On the XM361 Master Disk is the XE-Tere software, the 
XM3@1 handler, and the documentation on how to use the 
handler for your own prograas. Overall, I find the XM3@1i a 
great bargain and well worth the money.

HIFPOPOTANUS SOFTWARE

I'd like to start this by thanking Hippopotaaus 
Software for sending their software for demo and review 
purposes. The eight disks they sent us represent all the 
software they have on the aarket at this moment. I[’a going 
to keep this as more of an overview of each prograa than a 
full review. So let’s get started. 


Hippoart | 7 

This is a disk with ten Neachrome screens, which total 
over thirty different pieces of very well done Clip-Art. 
These include cars, credit cards, aniaals, and other saall 
drawings which can be included in your pictures or posters. 
Now that programs, such as N-Vision, which support clip 


art, are available, this type of software 15 even aore 
valuable. Also included is a public domain display 
prograa. 


Hippo Jokes & Quotes 

This disk contains a collection of insulting jokes, 
dirty jokes, one-liners, puns, and quotations, according ta 
the manufacturer. As an ex-steelworker, I don’t think I’a 
a prude, but I find most of the jokes in this collection ta 
be objectionable or in very bad taste. 1 also think they 
could have coapiled a better collection-of Quotes. You can 
buy a lot of good joke books for the list price of $34.95. 


Hippo Coaputer Almanac 

Here iS a program which contains 35,988 useful, 
intriguing facts, according to the manufacturer. I can’t 
be sure, because it takes about 34,868 frustrated questions 
to get at thea. I can’t seea to find any way of listing 
information like all Acadeay Awards from 1954 to 1968. All 
the program will tell you is that it doesn’t understand 
you, and to try the help files. If you ask the question 
separately for each year, (thirteen tines!) then it will 
supply the inforaation. It seeas like a good idea, but a 
printed alranac costs about $8.09, is considerably easier 
to use, and contains auch aore inforaation. On the other 
hand, this prograe costs $34.95" and has an irritation 
factor too high to aeasure. 


Hippo Raadisk 
Couldn’t test it. The version we received apparently 
wouldn’t work with TOS in ROM. 


Hippo Disk Utilities 
This prograa can recover deleted files, let you 
reconstruct damaged disks, and let you edit RAN, files, and 
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‘dictionary.

Hippospell 

This is a 38,808 word spelling checker. It will find 
misspelled words then suggest up to ten corrections. If 
none of these are right, you can type in the correction 
directly. It also allows you to add your own words to the 
The prograa works well. I didn’t like that it 
shows misspelled words out of context. In some instances, 
it can be tough reaeabering what fora of a word you wanted 
to use. Program also has a few other minor irritations. 
Cost $39.95 


Hipposiaple 

Siaple database which allows set-up of input and 
output foraats through the use of templates and handles | 
numeric and text inputs. Sorts are possible on up to 
sixteen fields. Prograa is easy to use, powerful and works 
well.

Hi ppobackqaaaon 

I’ve saved the best for last. This is one of the 
better prograss I’ve seen fron any company to date. It 
looks good, (except for their choice of default colors, but 
this can be changed by using the switch colors comeand) and 
it works well. It plays a very good gaae of backgaaaon. 
The computer players can play on three different levels and 
can be reprogrammed. A gocd buy for beginner or 
experienced player alike. Cost $39.95 


Hippo was one of the first companies to relnase 
software for the Atari ST. I think it’s great that they 
invested tie and money in a new machine, but some of the 
programs lock like they were rushed out before they were 
ready. I think HippoSpell could be more competitive, just 
by showing misspelled words in context. Some of their 
programs have cryptic proapt windows. They display a YES 
or NO prompt where an OK prompt would suffice. I’@ curious 
to see if they spend more tiae on their next group af 
releases. 


As an added note, I was recently notified by the 
company that revisions of some of the above prograas will 
soon be available. I will review any future iaprovesents 
as soon as they are received. They will also be 
demonstrated at future ST SIG aeetings. 
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ZOUNRATKS |

To understand this program, you must first understand 
its concept. Zooaracks is nat your typical database. 
Instead, it is a computerized card filing systea. To 
visualize this, picture arack full of time cards. When 
looking at it straight on, all you see is the first line of 
a card (it would probably be a person’s nane), all other 
inforaation is obscured by the rack. But if you pulled the 
card out, the inforaation would then be visible. This is 
the concept for Zoomracks, Cards and Racks which they call 
"Quickcards" and "Zoomracks". 


Now that we understand what the program is, let’s find 
out how it works. First, let’s look at a “Quickcard". To 
place data on the card in some kind of order, we will need 
titles, such as Name, Address, Phone, Date, etc. These are 
called fields in aost databases. Zooaracks does something 
a little different and calls them "Fieldscrolls*. A 
fieldscroll is not just a line of data, it is a window. 
Underneath this window is an imaginary roll of paper with 
258 lines available. Fieldscrolls can be placed anywhere 
on the card, and gore than one ona line. These are what 
your data is typed on. Heress where we get back to 
concept: A card has 22 lines; if each fieldscroll can 
accept 259 lines of information, how can | see it? The 
imaginary paper roll can be scralled past the window, 
showing the data when needed. This system is great for any 
card-based information, such as recipes, library card 
files, howe phone-address files, and almost any other 
text-based application which doesn’t require mathenatics 
and advanced report generation. 


This program’s largest drawback is its documentation. 
I’a being kind when I say it’s lousy. The program does 
have built-in help files, but I find that the way they are 
presented is annoying. The secand largest drawback is 
print generation. The prograe can’t print selected 
fieldscrolls, only a whole card (not a problem with the 
applications listed above); this can be a problea with 
wailing lists. The prograa’s solution to this is to copy 
selected fieldscrolls to another rack of cards and foraat 
thea for printing. It can take some tiae to do this. The 
progras has a macro feature which can be set up to do the 
more coaplicated procedures with one keypress, but YOU have 
to create the aacro. 


I like the program and think it could become a useful 
addition to the average person’s ST software library. | 
should say that I didn’t like it when I first saw it,

Another first was the addition of Help files to the 
198+ disks. These were never designed to be all inclusive, 
hut have enough detail to at least get you started and get 
some benefit quickly out of the programs.
